The biocidal compositions of the present invention also include an organic acid. In 
various embodiments, the organic acid is present in an amount of about 10% to about 40% total 
weight of the composition. Preferably, the organic acid is present in an amount about 20% by 
total weight of the composition. One skilled in the art will recognize that there are many organic 
acids that can be incorporated into the compositions of the present invention. Examples of such 
organic acids include, but are not limited to, formic acid, acetic acid, propionic acid, butyric acid, 
valeric acid, capiuic acid, caprylic acid, capric acid, lauric acid, myristic acid, palmitic acid, 
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stearic acid, oleic acid, linoleic acid, linolenic acid, cyclohexanecarboxylic acid, phenylaceiic 
acid, benzoic acid, a-toluic acid, w-toluic acid, p-toluic acid, ochlorobenzoic acid, m- 
chlorobenzoic acid,/>-chlorobenzoic acid, o-bromobenzoic acid, m-bromobenzoic acid, jp-
